London, March 15, 1917 

HE prohibition of the importation of typewriters on 

February 24 came as a shock to the numercus Amer 
ican companies here transacting this business. There 
was much going and coming between the various com- 
panies as a result but it does not appear at all likely 
that the government will relax the prohibition or issue any 
exceptional licenses. The price of machines has been put 
up on the average 15 per cent, with an occasional 25 
per cent, the lower figure being, however, the more pop 
ular one. The Underwood stands alone in making no 
change in price at present Mr. Claflin, upon being in- 
terrogated by me upon this question, preferred to make 
no statement as yet although promising me one when 
he had a little more time on his hands. At present 
the business of the Underwood company, like that of all 
the other companies, is rush and worry. Plenty of money 
is being made but the outlook is distinctly curious in 
view of the fact that in a few months’ time there may be 
no new machines left to sell in this country Il expect 
a further advance of typewriter prices here shortly as 
existing supplies diminish 

<--> 


Upon this question of the rise in typewriter prices it is 


pretty clear this is a matter that should have come up a 
long while ago. The troubles of war have tremendously 
added to the cost of procuring and selling typewriters 
and it is a standing marvel that quotations have not been 
raised before. Freight rates have quadrupled since the 
war began and war insurance risks have had to be cov 
ered for substantial premiums In some cases as much 
as 15 to 20 per cent was charged for war insurance alone 
that is, upon every hundred dollars’ worth of machines 
imported fifteen to twenty dollars had to be paid for 
special insurance on the voyage from America here 


This latter fact alone must have knocked a tremendous 


hole in whatever margin of profit had been left by pre 
vious increased costs. It is said that the insurance pre 
mium was lower when the machines were shipped in 
an American boat but as the branches could not pick and 
choose their boat such a consideration was not of much 
value.

chase, for instance, is only $5.60 per month. 
The stock was sold to employes at $100 per share whil 


the market price quotation is $145 per share. 

The agreement provides that the company shall hold 
the stock for five years, after which time, if all paid for 
the certificate of stock passes wholly into the hands of the 
employe whether he or she remains longer with the com 
pany or not
